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The Army has at last become Americanized. The last 
alien commissioned officer in the service took out natu- 
ralization papers on Tuesday of this week. This officer 
was Maj. Charles Smart, Surgeon, who was born 
in Scotland. He entered the volunteer service as an 
Assistant Surgeon in the New York Volunteers, Nov. 5, 
1862, and was commissioned an Assistant Surgeon in 
the regular service on March 3, 1864. Not only are all 
the commissioned officers of the Army now American 
citizens, either by birth or by naturalization, but there 
has also been a great increase within the past year or 
two in the proportion of American citizens among the 
enlisted men. The enlistments during the last six 
months numbered 2,500, and of this number 75 per cent. 
are American citizens. This is a vast improvement over 
a few years ago, when considerably more than half of 
the enlistments were foreigners. In a report made to 
Congress during the last session the proportion of Ameri- 
cans in the Army was shown to have been 56 per cent. 
This was a large increase over previous years. The in- 
crease in the proportion of Americans enlisted in the 
Army is attributed by the War Department partly to 
the reduction in the terms of enlistment from five to 
three years, and largely to the better and more rigid 
rules in regard to enlistments. The Army is getting a 
better class of men than ever before, and not only is the 
proportion of citizens increasing, but there is also a 
great increase in the number of native born Americans 
in the ranks. The Navy is far behind the Army in this 
respect. The Department is constantly striving to confine 
enlistments in the Navy as far as possible to American 
citizens, but it is found to be impossible to keep the 
number up to the limit allowed by law without taking in 
a large proportion of foreigners, and they now make up 
much more than half of the enlisted strength of the 


Navy. = 


The Newport (R. I.) “Daily News,” in correcting the 
statements of a Washington Dispatch concerning the 
controversy over the question of barracks for naval ap- 
prentices, gives the incorrect impression that it is a 
controversy, at least in part, between the adherents of 
the Naval War College and the Training Station. This 
is a mistake. The controversy, such as it is, is between 
the barracks party and the anti-barracks party. The 
college officers have studiously abstained from taking 
any part in it. It is desirable that this fact should be 
stated. The college was only incidentally concerned, be- 
cause some of the Training Station officers—those belong- 
ing to the Constellation, school ship—had been assigned 
quarters in the college building. One thing we can as- 
sure the “News,’’ whatever range the controversy has 
taken, there is the most perfect harmony among the 
officers of the college and the Training Station. This 
harmony has, on one or two occasions, been seriously 
jeopardized by reckless publications. The “News,” we 
may add, appeared on the 8th ef April in a new dress 
of tyn=, which adds to the attractiveness of its appear-

There can be no, question as to the gross injustice 
of the Income Tax Act as applied to officers drawing a 
salary from the Government. They are entitled to the 
same deductions as any other class, and, under the re- 
cent decision of the United States Supreme Court, these 
includes all income derived from real estate in any form, 
and all income from municipal, State and county bonds. 
They are further authorized to deduct from their in- 
come, interest and taxes paid, and any necessary ex- 
penses to which they may be subjected in carrying on 
any business, occupation or profession; also, losses on 
real estate and debts ascertained during the year to be 
worthless. Suppose that an officer has an income from 
his salary in excess of $4,000, and authorized deduc- 
tions bring it below that amount, why should he be com- 
pelled to pay an income tax when others under like cir- 
cumstances pay none? At the same time we must say, 
in answer to the inquiry of a correspondent, that the 
courts will not enjoin the collection of the tax. The only 
remedy is to pay under protest and sue for it. 


The Supreme Court, in the Seabury vs. Dashiell case, 
has granted a writ of certiorari, and requiring the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals to certify the record to it for re- 
view. The only point decided by the Circuit Court of 
Appeals was the point that the patentees could not 
maintain a bill against an officer of the Government, 
lest it might prevent the Government from equipping its 
ships, forts, ete. In petitioning for the writ, which is 
not a matter of right, the petition set forth the opinion 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals, ete., and the fact that 
the Supreme Court granted the writ is regarded by 
Lieut. Seabury’s counsel as evidence that the Supreme 
Court thought that there was possible error. This pro- 
ceeding leaves Judge Morris’ decision sustaining the va- 
lidity of the patent and complainant’s right to sue, in 
statu quo. 


We published on March 30 an important general order 
establishing regulations for the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, which are to go into effect July 1 next, the open- 
ing day of the new fiscal year. They are designed to 
facilitate the transaction of the large amount of busi- 
ness which devolves at all times and seasons upon the 
Q. M. D. The provision that all property purchased 
with funds appropriated by Congress for carrying on 
the operations of the Q. M. D. and all property supplied 
for the use of the Army through that Department shall 
he denominated “quartermaster’s supplies,” is a sensible 
one. Tost Quartermasters will have to “hustle” when 
these new regulations go into effect.

The second quarterly meeting of the Woman’s Army 
and Navy League was held on April 10, at 10 A. M., in 
Washington, D. C. Mrs. Martin, of Willowbrook, 
founder of the society, was present, and gave much 
valuable advice as to the future “plan of campaign.” 
The ladies of the association have come to the conclu- 
sion that prevention and offering other amusements is 
the only way to successfully preach temperance. A 
circular letter has therefore been sent to the command- 
ing officers of Navy Yards and Army Posts, asking 
what was being done for the enlisted men in the way 
of recreation rooms. The league has received a large 
number of most encouraging letters from the officers 
in return, and is about to arrange to send out games, as 
well as light reading matter, in their boxes. It was very 
gratifying to find many new members’ names added to 
the league, and an increased interest displayed at the 
meeting. 





The “Engineering News” suggests that the President 
could well afford to recognize the peculiar scientific 
merits of Gen. Henry L. Abbot by appointing him Chief 
of Engineers, after the retirement of Gen. Casey. The 
President recognized Gen. McCook’s war services by 
«ppointing him Major General for a few months. Con- 
gress in a similar way raised Gen. Schofield’s rank. As 
few are now left of war commanders, and in the En- 
gineer Corps only three regimental commanders, there 
is obvious propriety in the suggestion that one so identified 
with the last days of the war, and especially the Rich- 
mond attack, should be given a reward, entirely in the 
power of the President, and sanctioned by precedent of 
Congress. 





We are in receipt of numerous inquiries as to whether 
or not the last Congress enacted any legislation in the 
interests of those who have claims for longevity pay 
under the so-called Watson decision. There was no 
A bil! containing the 
names and amounts due a number of officers entitled to 
longevity pay was passed by one House, and left pend- 
ing in the other when the session closed. There does 
not seem to be any prospect of the accounting officers 
of the Treasury honoring any of these claims without 
specific legislation. 


We are indebted to the chief musician of one of our 
regiments of the Regular Army for the draft of a bill 
“to provide for the reorganization of regimental bands 
of the United States Army,” the manuscript being 
headed “Ideal Reorganization of Regimental Bands.” 
It is so difficult nowadays to attain the ideal in any- 
thing, and so far as the Army is concerned, almost im- 
possible with Congress so realistic and commonplace, 
that we are in despair at present, but even a measurable 
approach to the ideal would be something. 





Belgium will, it appears, support France in her affairs 
in the Upper Nile Valley. M. Hanotaux, the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, demands that England, as 
the first step in the pending negotiations, shall define what 
are supposed to be the boundaries of hersphere of influence. 
The German press also sympathizes with France in this 
contention against England, and calls for an understand- 
ing with France and against England and her possessions 
in Africa, even to the extent of letting France seize and 
hold the Upper Nile until England shall get out of Egypt. 


A rearrangement of the duties and stations of Pay- 
masters on a plan somewhat similar to that recently 
adopted for the Inspector General’s Department has 
been under consideration by Secretary Lamont and Gen. 
Stanton during the past week. So many obstacles have 
heen , encountered, however, that the project may be 
abandoned, though Gen. Stanton is still at work upon a 
plan. 


From a letter published in the “Engineer” for March 
8 it appears that 2459 British men-of-war, having a total 
of 977,230 indicated horse-power, at normal draught, are 
furnished with the following complement of engineer 
officers, viz.: 64 fleet engineers, and 607 other engineer 
officers; an average of one engineer officer to 1,456 horse- 
power. 


NEW ARMY CAP AND BLOUSE. 

Secretary Lamont has finally approved the recom- 
mendations of the Uniform Board for a new cap for offi- 
cers and men, and a new blouse for officers. The recom- 
mendations unanimously adopted by the board and ay. 
proved by the Secretary are as follows: The undress 
eap for all officers, except chaplains, and for all en- 
listed men will be in accordance with the following gen- 
eral description: Of dark blue cloth, the diameter at the 
top slightly less than at the base; the height 3144 inches 
all around. The seam around the top without a welt 
and neatly stitched on each side; the band 1% inches 
wide, with welts projecting % of an inch at the top 
and bottom; the bottom welt % of an inch above the 
base of the cap. The visor of black patent leather, 
bound with the same and modeled to shape, green under- 
neath, rounded and sloping downward from the _ hori- 

ntal, a rigid stiffening all around to extend from the 
vase of the cap to within one inch of the top, and a 
hair cloth stiffening throughout the remainder of the 
sides and top. Four black metal eyelets for ventila- 
tion, two on_each side, placed above the band. A cap 
cord of gold bullion % of an inch in diameter for 
the officer's cap and a chain strap like the one now 
in use for the enlisted men’s cap, secured at both ends 
by small regulation buttons; one on each side immediate- 
ly back of the ends of the visor. For general offeers a 
band of black velvet. and for all other officers, except 
Chaplains, a band of lustrous black mohair braid, filling 
the space between the welts. The cap badge for officers 
and enlisted men placed in front so that the top of the 
badge will bq slightly below the top of the cap.

Second. The cap badge for all officers will be the Coat 

of arms of the United States embroidered in gold, mogi. 
fied according to pattern. 
. Third. The undress coat for all officers, except Chap. 
lains, will be as follows: A single-breasted coat of dark 
blue cloth or serge, with standing collars fastened with 
hook and eye, coat to close with a flap containing Suit- 
able concealed fastenings, the skirt to extend from One- 
third to two-thirds the distance from the hip joint, to the 
bend of the knee, according to the height of the wearer. 
cut to fit the figure easily. A vertical opening at each 
side of the hip, according to pattern; shoulder straps and 
collar insignia to be worn, the coat to be trimm with 
lustrous black mohair flat braid as follows: Edged 4jj 
around the bottom, the front edges, the collar, and for 
six inches upward from the bottom along both side Open- 
ings to the skirt with braid 1% inches wide. This coat 
will be worn when full dress is not required. During 
the warm season post commanders may authorize this 
coat to be made of white duck or flannel, to be worn 
with white braid, but without shoulder straps or collar 
insignia. On undress duty a plain leather belt will be worn 
under the undress coat, the sword hook emergin hrough 
the opening of the coat on the left side. For field ser. 
vice or when the pistol is worn the belt will be outside 
the undress coat, if so directed by the commanding off- 
cer. 

Fourth. The insignia for officers’ undress coats will ie 
as follows: For all officers the letters U. S., each fol. 
lowed by a period, embroidered in gold of made of gold 
or gilt metal of gothic design, one inch high and fas. 
tened to each side of the collar one inch from its edge 
and one-eighth of an inch from its top. For all officers 
of the Staff Corps and departments, their distinctive in. 
signia without wreath, one inch high, embroidered jp 
gold or made of gold or gilt metal, fastened to each side 
of the collar about five-eighths of an inch from the let. 
ters U. S. For all officers of the line the present forage 
cap ornament, one inch high, embroidered in gold or 
made of gold or gilt metal, fastened to each side of the 
collar, about five-eighths of an inch from the letters U. 
S., all according to the pattern in the office of the Quar- 
termaster General. The change in blouse and caps for 
officers will go into effect July 1, 1895. In order that 
the supply of caps now on hand may be utilized, the 
sae for enlisted men will not be made until Jan. 1,

2XHIBITION OF HARBOR DEFENSES. 

A successful and impressive exhibition of the accuracy 
and effectiveness of the sixteen new 12-inch rifled mor- 
tars and the 10 and 12 inch rifled heavy ordnance mount- 
ed on modern disappearing gun carriages was made at 
the Government Proving Ground, at Sandy Hook, on 
Thursday, April 11, in the presence of over 100 Army 
officers stationed in the forts around New York, and at 
West Point, and a few from more distant stations. There 
were three boat loads of visitors. The Ordnance, with 
officers connected with that department; the Engineer, 
with officers of the Engineering Department, and _ the 
Gen. Meigs, with officers from David's Island, Willet’s 
Point, Fort Hamilton, Fort Wadsworth, and Governor's 
Island. In the crowd were Gen. Nelson A. Miles and 
his Staff, Gen. Abbot and Col. Gillespie, Maj. Phipps 
and Capt. Heath, of the Ordnance Department; Col. 
Haines, Prof. Michie, of West Point; Col. Woodruff, 2d 
Art.; Maj. Haskin, of David’s Island; Maj. Turnbull, 
Capt. Anderson and Adjt. C. H. Hunter of Fort Ham- 
ilton; Col. Volkmar, Col. Hughes, Inspector General; 
Capt. Crosier, Col. Ernst, Commandant at West Point: 
Capts. Russell, Hubbell and Patterson, of Fort Wads- 
worth, and Col. Moore. 

The object of the visit was to attend an exhibition of 
the guns of Battery 1. A.commanding the ship channels of 
the Lower Bay of New York, its mammoth mortars 
having a maximum range of about five miles. Surround- 
ing the battery is a massive stone counterscarp twenty 
feet high for defense against assault by landing parties. 
Within the counterscarp is an earthwork thirty-five feet 
high, impenetrable by the projectiles of the most power- 
ful guns ever yet produced, and surrounding the base of 
the earthwork is a deep moat or ditch. Protected by 
this earthwork are four deep pits of solid masonry, in 
each of which four mortars are mounted. These are 
connected by an underground bomb-proof gallery. Bi- 
secting the gallery is a great powder magazine, protected 
on all sides by heavy steel armor plates and earthworks. 
Extending from the magazine to the mortar pits are 
steel tracks, on which tramway trucks convey the heavy 
ammunition to the mortars. Turn tables are placed at 
each intersection of the gallery, the main entrance of 
which and those to the counterscarp galleries being pro- 
vided with steel bullet-proof doors. An assaulting force 
to gain entrance to the galleries or pits would have to 
carry the surrounding counterscarp by storm and cross 
the deep ditch under a withering fire from many ma- 
chine guns which enfilade every inch of the ditch. 

The approaches to the harbor are blocked out in 
squares. From points along shore there are observers. 
In case of war they sight the vessel approaching. They 
measure her course on their chart. They find that going 
in the direction and at the speed she is she will be in a 
certain square at a certain angle at a certain time. They 
telegraph the fact to the batteries on the Hook. The of- 
ficers look at their charts, aim their guns so that the pro- 
jectiles will hit that particular square in the case of the 
mortars, and in the case of the rifled guns that particu- 
lar spot in the square, and when the time comes the guns 
are fired. 

Each pit of four mortars was served independently at 
intervals of about two seconds, but practically discharg- 
ing the entire sixteen mortars simultaneously. The mor- 
tars were trained at an elevation of 60 degrees. Charges 
of sixty pounds of brown prismatic powder were used. 
As the projectiles ascended they could be seen distinctly, 
and when at an altitude of over one mile they resembled 
a flock of wild ducks on the wing. Their = Foor mon was 
barely perceptible during their ascent, but as they sped 
downward it was more plainly heard. The second salvo 
was with a charge of twenty-nine pounds of sphero- 
hexagonal powder at 3,000 yards range, and the effect 
was similar to that of the first, though, of course, much 
modified. The projectiles were of cast iron, used only 
in practice, weighing 1,000 pounds. 

After the mortar practice the entire party proceeded 
by the military railway to the ranges, where it was 
found that the projectiles had penetrated the sand to a 
depth of over eight feet, those of the first volley all fall- 
ing within an area of about 600x450 feet, and those of 
the second within an area of about 400x300 feet. 

An exhibition was also given of a 10-inch B. L. gun 
mounted on a Gordon disappearing carriage. The 12- 
inch B. L. gun was also tested with a 1,000-pound solid 
shot and 470 pounds of powder. The ease with which 
the steam lift elevated the gun, the carriage and the 
platform filled with officers, of a total weight of fully 
110 tons, till the muzzle of the gun was several] feet 
above the oP of the escarped parapet of solid masonry 
forty feet thick, was viewed with wonder, and received 
many favorable comments.

THE SERVICE AND THE INCOME TAX. 


to the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Section 33 of the Income Tax law of Aug. 28, 1804, 
yovides “That there shall be levied, collected and paid 
on all salaries of officers, or payments for services to 
persons in the civil, military, naval or other employment 
or service of the United States * * when ex- 
weeding the rate of four thousand dollars per annum, a 
tax of 2 per centum on the excess above said four thou- 
and dollars; and it shall be the duty of all Paymasters 
and all disbursing officers under the Government of the 
(nited States, or persons in the employ thereof, when 
making any payment to any officers or persons afore- 
said, Whose compensation is determined by a fixed sal- 
ay * * * * to deduct and withhold the aforesaid 
tax of 2 per centum; and the pay roll receipts, or ac- 
sount of officers or persons paying such tax as aforesaid 
shall be made to exhibit the fact of such payment.” 

Pt - * *” - +. * ~ * * > 


Provided, That salaries due to State, County or Mu- 
nicipal ne shall be exempt from the income tax here- 
in levied.” 

It has been held that no State can tax the salary of 
an officer of the United States, so it may be held as 
proper that State, County and Municipal officers should 
he exempt from paying a tax on their salaries to the 
United States; but there seems to be a great inconsist- 
ency between this section and Section 27 of the same 
act, which provides: “That from and after the Ist day of 
January, 1895, and until the Ist day of January,1903, 
shall be assessed, levied, collected and paid annually 
upon the gains, profits and income received in the pre- 
ceding calendar year by every citizen of the United 
States, * * ® whether said gains, profits or in- 
cme be derived from any kind of property, rents, inter- 
ests, dividends or amount * * * * a tax of 2 per 
cntum on the amount so derived over and above four 
thousand dollars.” Thus, Section 27 includes the salary 
of every citizen, while Section 33 exempts the salaries 
of a certain class; but what I desire more particularly to 
invite attention to is the method prescribed by Section 33 
for the collection of the said 2 per cent. tax on the excess 
of salary over and above the four-thousand-dollar limit. 
Section 28 provides that: “In computing incomes the 
yecessary expenses actually incurred in carrying on any 
business, occupation or profession shall be deducted, and 
also all interest due or paid within the year by such per- 
sn on existing indebtedness, and all National, State, 
County, School and Municipal taxes * * * * paid 
within the year shall be deducted from the gains, profits 
or incomes of the person who has actually paid the 
same; ° * also losses actually sustained during 
the year * * * * and not compensated for by insur- 
ance or otherwise, and debts ascertained to be worth- 

Therefore, it would seem only just and proper that of- 
fcers of the Army and Navy whose salary exceeds four 
thousand dollars should have the privilege of deducting 
fom their salary or income the necessary expenses of 
their profession, all taxes and interest paid, and 
losses sustained during the year, including debts ascer- 
tained to be worthless; and consequently, so much of 
Section 33 as directs the withholding by any Paymaster 
of 2 per cent. of all moneys received from the Govern- 
ment over and above four thousand dollars is invalid, be- 
ranse under the Constitution excise taxes must be uni- 
form, and Congress has no power to declare that the in- 
come of one class of persons shall be computed by one 
rule, and the income of another class of persons by an- 
other rule. 

Query.—Would not a Federal Court of Equity restrain 
a Paymaster from deducting the 2 per cent. tax?

“rot.” The forage cap is no more a cause of baldness 
than the trousers stripe is a cause for bow legs. I have 
worn a forage cap for over twenty years, and my hair 
is thick, my eyes are good, and the same is true of many 
others who have for an equal time worn it under all 
conditions of heat, cold, light and shade. I do not think 
that officers of the United States Army are quite such 
i set of weaklings as the article in advocacy of the 
Allien cap seems to imply, and, if it is so, then the re- 
tired list is the place for those whose eyes will not stand 
laylight, whose hair will not remain on their heads 
without special protective regulation, and whose heads 
will not remain level without special cold-storage fa- 
vilities. Think what a beautiful parade py ! could 
have—parasols, eye shades and refrigerating helmets, 
and each man armed with a bottle of hair restorer.

MILITARY SPIRIT IN FRANCE. 


Persons coming down the Boulevard Malesherbes 
found the way barred by an immense crowd filling the 
Place St. Augustin and the space in front of the Pé- 
piniére Barracks. The carriage traffic had been stopped, 
and men, women and children were crying “Vive la 
France! Vive l’Armée!” while a military band was play- 
ing a march inside the barracks. Two reporters were 
struggling to prevent each other from entering the bar- 
racks, and behind the gate there was a glitter of arms, 
and the sharp cry of the officers was heard giving the 
word of command. It was, on a smaller scale, much 
the sort of thing which took place in 1870, on the de- 

rture of the troops for the frontier. A few moments 
ater the great gates were thrown open, and a company 
of the 200th Regiment of the line, fully equipped, came 
forth at a quickened pace, with its Captain and officers 
riding at its head. This company, like all the troops 
destined for the Madagascar expedition, is composed of 
volunteers, and is now on its way to Marseilles to em- 
bark. As the little band passed, hats were taken off 
along the line, and any cabman who forgot his duty 
to his country or hesitated to doff his hat did not esca 
being roughly handled. Fresh cries arose, and the 
women flung bouquets of flowers to the soldiers, some 
even giving way to an emotion which was contagious 
among the constantly increasing throng of people follow- 
ing the soldiers as they marched. 

This Madagascar campaign will probably turn out to 
be, as is generally expected, if not a mere military out- 
ing, at least an expedition which, apart from the treach- 
ery of the climate, involves no great danger, for no seri- 
ous resistance is to be anticipated. It is unnecessary, 
therefore, except for the natural wear and tear of such 
an expedition, to have any anxiety either as to its result 
or as to the fate of the men. But the significance of 
this general outburst of popular feeling, evoked even by 
the departure of troops for Madagascar upon an ex- 
pedition not in itself very stirring, is that it shows how 
persistent still is the military spirit, how strong the pas- 
sion for the army, and how impossible it will be, what- 
ever the efforts of demagogues of a type now and then 
heard of in the Chamber, to uproot this spirit, this love 
of arms and of the Fatherland, of which the army is 
the tangible symbol. The feeling may for a long time 
be dormant in the recesses of the heart, but it ever 
leaps forth when the proper note is struck. The French 
people do not at the present moment desire war, and 
they are capable of remaining for some generations 
without desiring it, but whenever some event beyond 
control evokes the passion for combat, there will be 
no restraining it, for the Executive, which is even now 
so powerless, could not even attempt to check a nation 
which feels itself entirely its own master. 

Similar scenes have taken place in the provinces. At 
Dreux all the houses were decorated with flags, and 
the crowd at the station loudly cheered the soldiers, who 
waived their caps and sang the “Marseillaise.” At 
Nantes ladies presented bouquets to the officers. At 
Albi all hats were raised as the train started. At Blois 
there was a profuse display of flags. Even in Paris the 
usually refractory municipality warmly cheered the 
President, M. Rousselle, when, in opening the sitting to- 
day, he spoke of the sympathy and enthusiasm shown by 
the crowds all along the route. 

Twelve 32-centimeter guns are to be sent from Toulon 
for the Madagascar gunboats. The Brinkburn left 
Havre yesterday with some of the gunboats in sections 
on board, and the Collingham, also belonging to Messrs. 
Harris & Dixon, of London, has arrived to take others 
on board.

This is a handsome quarto of 557 pages, edited by Mr. 
Rossiter Johnson, President of the Authors’ Club, and 
one of the best informed men upon the subject of our 
Civil War. It is filled with admirable illustrations of 
scenes and incidents of the war time, and these occupy 
more space than the text. It is one of the very best of 
the popular histories of the war thus far published, and 
the character of its editor and its contributors is guar- 
antee that the historical work has been done faithfully 
and conscientiously. 

Arma virumque cano; the Defence of Plevna, 1877. 
Written by one who took part in it. By Wiliam V. 
Herbert. London: Longmans, Green & Co. New 
York: 15 East 16th St. 

The author of this work is of German birth, but Brit- 
ish descent, his grandfather having been a British sol- 
dier, who drew a pension for Waterloo. Disgusted with 
mercantile life, under unusually hard conditions, he en- 
tered the Turkish Army as a Lieutenant. As such he 
had many interestihg experiences, which are recorded 
here. They include a harsh experience as a prisoner 
of war to the Russians. Concerning the Russo-Turkish 
war and its results the author says: “Turkey, so far as 
her European possessions were concerned, has been cut 
and sliced so much that only a shadow of the proud 
Tartar Empire remained. Roumania had not only gained 
nothing for her pains, but, thanks to Russia, had actual- 
ly lost, viz.: Her part of Bessarabia; for the sterile 
waste of the Dobrudcha was valueless to her. Russia, 
in exchange for enormous sacrifices in money and human 
life, had won two comparatively small districts, and 
forfeited the good will of Europe. The greater part of 
the war indemnity remains unpaid to this day. Servia 
and Greece, who had done little or nothing, had gained 
considerable territory; Montenegro had doubled her do- 
minions. Bulgaria had obtained nominal independence, 
but had placed herself under Russia’s thumb, which it 
took her years of trouble and turmoil to shake off. Aus- 
tria—a mere onlooker—had won two fine provinces; Eng- 
land, peace with honor. That was the result of a war 
which, in cruelty and unmitigated horrors, has had no 
equal since the First Napoleon's compulsory retirement 
from the business of Emperor and manslayer.”

Instructions for Handling U. S. Magazine Rifle, Cal. .30, 
Model 1892, when Heated by Firing. 

Owing to the great amount of heat developed during tiring, 
care must be exercised in the handling of the new arm, 
U. S. Magazine Rifle, cal. .30, Model 1892. 

—Add Army Orders—— P 

First—After Rapid Fire. 

After 15 rounds fired rapidly (10 or more a minute) the 
piece should be handled only by the stock, handguard or 
metal parts in rear of the chamber, as the barrel becomes 
uncomfortably hot about this time, though the rear sights 
und bands will not be found so until from 30 to 35 rounds 
have been fired. 





Second—After Slow Fire. 

In slow firing (at the rate of three or less a minute) the 
barrel of the piece should not be handled after from 17 to 
20 rounds. 

After 40 rounds fired at this rate, handle the arm only by 
the wooden parts and those metal parts in rear of the 
chamber. 

If the leaf of the rear sight is raised during this firing (as 
it probably would be), the sight can be adjusted, if done 
quickly, even after 100 rounds, without fear of burning the 
hand, 

Third—Number of Rounds that can be Fired Rapidly With- 
out Injury to the Piece. 

Two hundred rounds, probably the maximum amount to 
be carried by any soldier, or even as many as he can pos- 
sibly carry, can be fired rapidly without injury to the arm, 
other than the charring of the wooden parts in contact with 
the barrel. 

Fourth—Artificial Cooling of Barrel. 

if it be necessary or desirable to cool the barrel more 
rapidly than it would when exposed merely to the air, re- 
move the bolt, depress the muzzle until nearly vertical and 
pour in water very slowly at first, until steam is no longer 
formed, when it can be poured rapidly. 

In service the canteen or cup could be used for this pur- 
pose. 

Owing to the large amount of water necessary to cool a 
heated rifle, from four to six quarts being required, artificial 
cooling would not ordinarily be practicable in the field. 

There is little to be gained, even if employed, as after 
200 rounds, one can handle the plece by the stock without 
burning the band. 

The soldier will soon learn to handle the piece carefully 
after any firing, no matter how little, and artificial cooling 
by water should not ordinarily be practiced, as it may prove 
injurious to the barrel. 

Note.—The Barrel of the Springfield rifle, caliber .45, using 
black powder, becomes too hot to handle (above the lower 
band) after about 30 rounds fired at the rate of seven a 
minute. In other words, it worms to take twice as many 
rounds in the old rifle as in the new, to bring the barrel to 
about the same temperature, 

Until further orders the following spare parts only will 
be issued to companies to be kept on hand for the repair 
of the U. 8S. magazine rifle and carbine: Main springs, 
magazine springs, sear springs, cut-off springs, stocks. 

In case of damage to other parts of the rifle, such parts— 
if they can be detached without further injury to the arm— 
will be sent, properly marked for identification, to the Com- 
manding Officer, Springfield Armory, with a statement of 
the circumstances under which the damage was incurred. 


If fant advisable, the damaged parts will then be ordered 
replaced. 

Company commanders should exercise a careful super- 
vision of all dismounting and assembling of the arm, par- 
ticularly in cases where any part is injured. The author- 
ized dismounting and assembling by soldier, described in 
the rules for the management of the rifle, should be con- 
fined to what is necessary only for instruction under proper 
ym or for the necessary cleaning of the arm.

G. C. M. CASES. 

In a case recently tried at Fort Sherman the reviewing 
authority, Gen. Otis, notes the following irregularities: 
First—A challenge to one of the members having been sus- 
tained, his absence from subsequent meetings was noted. 
Second-—The record fails to show affirmatively that the ac- 
cused and his counsel were present at the assembling of 
the court on the third day. Third—The court, having 
rached a finding of not guilty, was opened to ascertain 
whether there was evidence of previous convictions. 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort McIntosh 
for desertion, ete., the reviewing authority, Gen. Frank 
Wheaton, says: “The accused probably intended by his 
plea to admit the receipt of allowances under his second 
enlistment while denying the receipt of pay. But the plea, 
as recorded, does not intelligently and precisely make this 
a‘lmission and as no evidence was taken upon the point, 
the reviewing officer is compelled to disapprove the finding 
upon the charge of fraudulent enlistment and the specifica- 
ton thereunder. The sentence is approved, and will be 
duly executed.” 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Snelling 
for fraudulent enlistment the reviewing authority, Gen. 
Wesley Merritt, says: “It appears from the record that 
when the prisoner procured himself to be enlisted he con- 
cealed from the recruiting officer the fact that he had been 
discharged from the service on account of disability. That 
when he concealed this fact the act making fraudulent en- 
listment a statutory offence was not in force. Every law 
that makes an act, done before the passing of the law, 
and which was innocent when done, criminal, and punishes 
such action, or which makes a crime greater than it was 
When committed, is ex post facto and within the prohibi- 
tion of the constitution. There is no reason for conclud- 
ing that Congress Intended that its act should be in any 
Way retrospective. If the accused at the time he enlisted 
committed a military offence, it was not the one of statu- 
tory fraudulent enlistment, and under the terms of the ac- 
cepted legal definition of fraudulent enlistment it is doubt- 
ful if it can legally be held there was any continuing of- 
feuce. One part of the crime of which the accused was 
eonvieted was that under his fraudulent enlistment he 
irew pay and allowances from the government. His act of 
tulistment not being a military offence at the time of com- 
uission, his drawing pay and allowances thereunder would 
hardly support his conviction by the court. The findings 
aud sentence are therefore disapproved."’

T. L. A.—All the appointments at large to the Naval Acad- 
emy for this year have been made. A youns man entering 
the Academy has to make the usual deposit for clothes, etc. 

P. S. H.—As soon as the new Army Regulations are is- 
sued (and you will tind timely report of the fact in the 
Journal) write to the Adjutant General of the Army, Wash- 
ington, D. C., for a copy. 

BUFFSTICK.—The act of Congress, approved Sept. 30, 
1800, does not prescribe that service must have been honor- 
able, nor that it shall have been continuous. It says: “When 
an enlisted man has served as such 30 years," etc. 

R. W. L.—Vacancies for appointments to the Naval Acad- 
emy will occur in California districts as follows: First and 
Fourth, 1897; Fifth, 1898, and Seventh, 1900; Third, 1899. 
The nomination in the Second District has just been made. 

Pr. S. H.—As new Army Regulations are soon to be is- 
sued, it would be well to wait until the commencement of 
the issue is announced In the Army and Navy Journal, and 
then aoe to the Adjutant General of the Army, Washing- 
ton, D. C, 

SOLDIER.—We see nothing objectionable In the order re- 
quiring the company to march to mess. The practice is be- 
coming quite universal and there is certainly nothing humill- 
ating in it. At the same time we agree that if one com- 
pany at a post does it, all at that post should do it. 

H. W. 8. asks: I enlisted, served one year, then purchased 
my discharge, enlisted again after two months and served 
another year. Can I again be Spmaaged by purchase? An- 
swer.—No, The regulation is: ‘‘A soldier once discharged by 
purchase will not be granted that favor a second time.” 

©. E. asks which is the better discharge—one with char- 
acter good, or one with very good. Answer.—The latter. 
We find nothing prescribed as to the grades of character 
on discharged, but the classification is customarily as fol- 
lows: Bad, indifferent, fair, good, very good, excellent. 

READER asks if a soldier leaves the Army, is out 12 
months, then enlists, would he have to serve two more years 
before being eligible for examination for promotion to 2d 
Lieutenant. Answer.—No. The law (act of July 30, 1892) 
requires not less than two years honorable service in the 
Army, 80 that the previous service, if honorable, would 
count. 

N. J. W. asks could a young man by enlisting, strict at- 
tention to duty and hard study, elevate himself to a com- 
mission in the regular Army. Answer.—Certainly. There 
are this year nearly 30 enlisted candidates for commissions 
who enlisted doubtless to elevate themselves, as you have a 
desire to. It is worth trying for, but the road is not pre- 
cisely strewed with roses. Still, true grit and perseverance 
can accomplish much. 

CANDIDATE.—The final examination at Fort Leavenworth 
of candidates for commissions is somewhat more extended 
than the preliminary examination, but not a great deal. In 
our opinion, if you can pass the one you can pass the other,

ORDNANCE NOTES. 

The French cavalry regiments have received a special 

instruction in the use of the petard de melinite, a species 

of grenade to be employed for the destruction of rail- 

way lines, engines, tenders, telegraph posts, iron gates, 

the breaking of reservoirs, bridges, and other like pur- 
poses. 


The Second Chamber of the Dutch States-General, 
ufter a lively debate, passed on Thursday, by fifty-four 
votes to thirty-one, the bill authorizing a credit for sup- 
plying the Army with the Mannlicher rifle, of 6.5 mm. 

_ The total sum required is estimated at 10,000,000 
guilders. 


The recent French trials with the Lebel rifles show, 
according to the “Army and Navy Gazette,” that the 
bullet does not penetrate a wall of snow 6 feet thick 
from a distance of fifty yards, whereas it will pass 
through thick earthwerks and trees from a much 
greater distance. 

In foreign military circles much is being said about the 
new rifle which the Steyr factory has constructed for 
the Austro-Hungarian Army. Wnthusiastic accounts are 
given of the splendid qualities of this weapon. The cali- 
bre is 5 mm. (.196 in.) only, and the initial velocity S5v0 
metres (.2788 ft.). The cartridges are light, a packet of 
330 weighing less than 9 pounds. The trajectory is very 
flat, and the dangerous zone very wide. 

Advices from Newport, R. L, this week announce that 
a new pier, of small dimensions, is to be constructed at 
once at the Torpedo Station, for the purpose of support- 
ing a Howell torpedo-firing tube. A new air compressor 
from South Norfolk, for use with Whitehead torpedoes, 
has been tried at the Torpedo Station with good results. 

Lieut. George F. W. Holman, U. 8. N., instructor in 
torpedoes, is preparing a textbook on the Howell tor- 
pedo, The Navy Small Arm Board will reconvene at the 
‘orpedo Station Monday, April 15. So far as now 
known, the guns to be submitted are the Durst, the Mills, 
the Lee, the Lee-Arms Company’s, the Briggs-Kneeland, 
two by Maj. Livermore, U. 8S. A., one for rimless car- 
tridges, and one for ordinary cartridges, and a Putnam 
gun from California. The three latter are entirely new 
pieces. The others are practically resubmissions. The 
owner of the Luger gun writes from abroad that he has been 
unable to make the alterations suggested, but will if the 
Government desires his arm. His gun is not, therefore, 
resubmitted. 


Capt. Sampson, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
Navy Department, and his assistants conducted two im- 

rtant and successful tests at the Naval Proving 
yround, Indian Head, Md., on April 10. The first was 
a test of a 13-inch, semi-armor piercing nickel-steel shell. 
The shell, as required by the test, passed through a 7- 
inch nickel-steel plate without exploding or é@xposing 
the large charge of powder it carried. The second test 
was that of percussion fuses, and was made to determine 
at what distance the shell would explode after passing 
through an obstruction. In this test a screen was erected 
in the river, and a series of stakes about six feet apart 
driven behind it. The shells passed through the screen 
successfully and burst ten or twelve feet on the other 
side. The experiment proved highly successful, as the 
distance at which the shells exploded was just about 
what the Department desired. One of the same kind of 
shells was also fired through a 2-inch steel plate, burst- 
ing on the other side. A. successful test was also made 
with the 6-inch gun on cases.

Secretary Lamont has decided upon the main features 
of the official exercises authorized by Congress in dedi- 
cation of the Chickamauga and Chattanooga National 
Military Park. The ceremonies will begin on the_ bat- 
tlefield of Chickamauga Sept. 19, and will comprise a 
formal announcement of the opening of the park by the 
War Department, representing the Government. There 
will be two orations - speakers of national prominence 
and proper military display. On the following day ex- 
ercises in continuation of the dedication relating to bat- 
tles of Lookout Mountain and Missionary Ridge will be 
held at Chattanooga with a somewhat similar pro- 
gramme. ‘The Secretary will arrange to have all the 
armies represented in the battles participated in the 
dedication by setting apart the night of Sept. 19 to 
Union and Confederate armies of the Tennessee, and 
the night of the 20th to the armies of the Potomac and 
Northern Virginia. The Regular Army will be repre- 
sented by the Lieutenant General and a detachment of 
troops. he Society of the Army of the Cumberland will 
hold its regular annual reunion at Chattanooga on the 
evening of Sept. 18, preceding the dedication, and to 
this all official visitors and representatives of other army 
societies will be invited.

THE SPIRIT OF MILITARISM. 


In the Journal of April 6 is a paragraph 
forth that certain persons have entered a protest against 
the adoption of military drill in schools. One of these 
protestants is Mr. William Dean Howells, who is so 
well known to the American public as probably the fore- 
most writers of fiction of our age and Nation that un- 
thinking people, and the majority of people are un- 
thinking, will be inclined to give his opinion great 
weight, without stopping to consider whether a great 
novelist is necessarily a competent or an impartial judge 
in such matters as those Mr, Howells has here ventured 
to pronounce upon, or whether he and his class are safe 
guides in matters concerning the preservation of the 


setting 


Republic. 

There is no child old enough to read who does not know 
something of the nature of the struggle this country was 
engaged in from 1861 to 1865, but there are many who 
have read Mr. Howells’ novels who do not know, or at 
any rate, do not realize, that he had no part in it. From 
1861 to 1865 he was in Venice, drawing a handsome 
sulary, With abundant leisure to study and write 
in that artistic and cultured atmosphere, not only safe 
from the hardships and dangers of war, but from the 
draft, and other minor unpleasantnesses, which able- 
bodied young men who staid at home in those days 
sometimes incurred. 

“Once a month, or so,’ 
to a very plain and commonplace little hall in this town 
and meet a knot of plain and commonplace men. Some 
of them wear shabby clothes; you can see that most of 
them have to work hard for a not over abundant living; 
there is a leg or an arm missing here and there, and 
some faces are decorated with scars. I doubt if any of 
them ever saw Venice, or would appreciate the city, its 
treasures of art, or its atmosphere of culture and refine- 
went, if they did see it. But when Mr. Howells, in 
Venice, was absorbing sweetness and light and culture 
and art, and other things vastly useful to him in the 
future, these men were marching and fighting with Mc- 
Clellan, Meade, Grant, Sherman and Sheridan; were otf 
those who conquered at Vicksburg and Port Hudson, 
who turned the highest tide of invasion back at Gettys 
burg, who went through the forty bloody days from Cul 
pepper to Cold Harbor, who marched and fought with 
Sherman from Nashville to the sea, who—hardest of all 

endured all that man may endure and live, in the 
Southern prisons.” 

These and others like them are the men who advocate 
military drill in the schools. The “spirit of militarism” 
which animated them from ‘61 to °65 is doubtless re- 
sponsible for this. We have seen what this spirit led 
them to do at that time. What does Mr. Howells call 
his spirit? And which shhll we trust? 

Mr. George took his stand against the “spirit of mili- 
turism” some time ago. About a year since a band of 
“noble workingmen” were firmly asserting their rights. 
These rights included: 1—Assaulting and murdering who- 
ever endeavored to work when they forbade them te. 
2--Destroying property, and, incidentally, life and limb 
by wrecking and burning trains. 3—Incidental robbery. 
The modesty of their claims was on a par with the 
ourage shown in maintaining them. Woe to the single 
laborer or the small knot of them whom a few score or 
hundreds of the N. W. caught at the nefarious task of 
endeavoring to earn an honest living in ways which did 
hot meet the approval of the N. W. Swift flight alone 
could save him. “Small hope was his to rise again if 
once they got him down.” Boots, coupling pins, stones 
quickly enforced the N. W.’s idea of liberty, fraternity 
and equality. But a pistol would drive a score of them, 
ind ten policemen would charge and disperse three or 
four hundred. 

“Militarism” intervened and proved itself a “menace 
to true freedom” by stopping the little freedoms of the 
NX. W. above enumerated. Before tire final collapse Mr. 
George delivered himself; he denounced the President, 
the courts, the National Guard and the Army, and, by 
implication, at least, applauded the N. W. This is sim- 
ply anarchism, and of a peculiarly vicious and cowardly 
type, in that its victims are the poor and lowly, that it 
flees from the armed hand, and never strikes except in 
fancied security. The “spirit of militarism” is averse to

this; Mr. George is for it, on which side are the Amer- 
ican people? 

Col. John A. Cockerill, correspondent of the “New 
York Herald” in Japan, referring to the stories illustra- 
tive of the Spartan spirit which to-day fills all Japan, 
says: “One is to the effect that when the widow of an 
officer who was killed in the Port Arthur campaign was 
informed of her loss she was counselled to restrain her 
grief. She did so. She wrote a few letters expressing 
her joy that her husband had died in the service of the 
country, placed that husband’s picture upon a stand, 
knelt before it and stoically cut her throat, to testify 
her approval of his death and to enroll herself as a war 
victim. Everything is for country; everything for the 
noble Emperor. Nobody seems to fear death when the 
country’s honor is at stake, and nobody seems particu- 
larly anxious to live, anyhow. Such is Japan to-day. 
Such a people are unconquerable, indomitable and im- 
penetrable when mustering 40,000,000 souls.” Is not this 
the spirit that makes a pation great, rather than that 
commended by Mr. Howells and Henry George? There 
is such a thing as refining the sentiments and encourag- 
ing the sensibilities to an extent that destroys manly 
vigor. The undue assertion of individual selfishness, at 
the expense of others, may be even more pronounced in 
the peace advocate than in the soldier, and it is this ex- 
aggerated egoism, of which we have so marked an 
example in Oscar Wilde, that military training is de- 
signed to hold in check. When properly directed it de- 
velopes the spirit of camaraderie, encourages manly vir- 
tues, stimulates patriotism and public spirit, and is cap- 
able of transforming the selfish lout into a noble speci- 
men of American manhood. We speak from a large ex- 
perience, and a large acquaintance with men of every 
class, when we say that the highest examples of altruism 
which have come under our observation have been fur- 
nished by men of the military type. Before all oth- 
ers, it is their custom to translate sentiment into action, 
and present in their own persons the examples of heroic 
self-devotion which others bestow upon the creations of 
their imagination. 

The Mississippi River Commission, at the first meet- 
ing of its twenty-seventh held on board the 
steamer Mississippi, March 21, 1895, adopted the follow- 
ing minute, moved by Judge Taylor: “The members of 
the Mississippi River Commission at this, their first

Comstock’s great learning and varied experience quali- 
fied him in high degree for the difficult and important 
work of the Commission, and to these he added assidu- 
ous and conscientious study of the problems which it 
presented. In all our discussions among ourselves of 
those problems, and in all actions taken by the Commis- 
sion, we have felt the presence and recognized the value 
of his strong, dispassionate, conservative judgment. For 
his devotion to the work, for the example of industry, 
punctuality and order which he set before us, and for his 
uniformly just, impartial and courteous treatment of his 
associates as President of the Commission, we shall re- 
tain a high appreciation and grateful remembrance. Into 
that honored retirement from active duty, that otium 
cum dignitate which no one has more worthily earned, 
our kindest wishes follow him. He will be a welcome 
guest on the Mississippi at any time when he shall be 
pleased to accompany the Commission; and the Secre- 
tary is directed to send him all the printed publications 
of the Commission as long as it shall be agreeable to 
him to receive them.” On motion of Col. Gillespie it was 
resolved that a copy of this paper be furnished to Gen, 
Comstock, to the Chief of Engineers and to the Secre- 
tary of War.”

We published last week the General Order (18, March 
30, 1895) establishing the new inspection system through- 
out the Army, and shall observe its operations with care. 
So far as we are at present able to judge, the system to 
be inaugurated on the 1st of May is in the direction of 
efficiency and economy, and likely, considering the dual 
inspections to be made annually, one by Department 
Commanders and the other by Inspector Generals, re- 
porting directly to the Secretary of War, to be accom- 
plished with the utmost harmony for the greatest benefit 
of all concerned. 


The Secretary of the Interior has requested the Sec- 
retary of War to inform him when, if ever, the Semi- 
nole war with the United States was officially declared 
ended. It was asserted in an argument in a case pend- 
ing before the Department involving certain lands for- 
merly occupied by the Seminoles that the war had never 
been officially declared closed. 


In the Journal of March 30 last there is a notice of 
the annual meeting of the Officers’ Club, Vancouver Bar- 
racks; the election of its officers, etc.; also, a statement 
taken from the “Oregonian” of Portland that the club- 
house, the building for many years known as the Com- 
manding Officer’s Quarters, was built by the Hudson 
Bay Company. “One who served at Vancouver Bar- 
racks in the early ‘fifties’” informs us that this state- 
ment is incorrect. The building was put up by the 
Quartermaster’s Department under the direction of Capt. 
Rufus Ingalls, A. Q. M. (subsequently Gen. Ingalls), 
when the post was located. On either side, east and 
west, were four smaller houses; all were made of logs, 
and, owing to the high price of labor and material, 
there was no effort made to finish them. The spaces 
between the logs were chinked and daubed with strips 
of wood and mud, while the inside of all the quarters 
was partitioned off with the roughest lumber. In 1854, 
under the direction of Capt. Thomas L. Brent, Assistant 
Quartermaster, all the quarters were ceiled, lined and 
painted on the inside, and were made very comfortable 
and slightly. The “Clubhouse” is the very last of them 
all, Long may it stand! If its walls could speak there 
would be reminiscences enough of the most interesting 
nature to supply the Journal for years. 


Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood, V. C., in a recent article in 
the “Fortnightly Review” on “The Crimea in 1854 and 
1894,” refers to a debate during a vote of credit, July 
25, 1854, on the inadequate means of transportation 
for the sick and wounded, as showing the ignorance of 
military at that time on the part of the House of Com- 
mons in general, and the Secretary of State for War in 
particular. The Secretary said: 

“The honorable member also made another state- 
ment. He said that an officer had written home stating 
that they had not the means of sending sick men from 
the camp to Gallipoli, and had been torced to borrow 
the means from the French. Now, I happened to have 
looked over the list of articles sent out for the hospital 
establishment, and almost the first thing upon which 
my eye glanced was forty pair of panniers for the con- 
veyance of the sick. His complaint on this subject, 
therefore, was not better founded than that which he 
made with respect to the want of medicines.” 

This statement is astounding, but what is even more 
remarkable is that it was accepted by the House, says 
Gen. Wood. Neither of th eopposition members who 
were attacking the Government, and one was a Colonel 
in the Army, knew the difference between a medical 
pannier and a litter. 


Capt. E. A. Ellis, 8th Cay., in his excellent article on 
“Discipline in the Army,” to which we have referred 
more than once of late, writes plainly on many subjecta 
withing the scope of his observation, under the head of 
“Commissioned Officers, and their Responsibilities.” He 
says: “It must be confessed, however, that while the 
majority of our officers are striving, frequently in the 
midst of difficulties and discouragements, to do their 
duty in the fullest sense of the word, there are others 
who are not so actuated, and who, by bad conduct and 
example, frequently render nugatory the efforts of the 
more zealous. There is no need to palliate or hide the 
fact; there are some officers in our Army for revenue 
only. * * Inattention to dress, to the niceties of the 
service, and to the amenities of polite society, indul- 
gence of their vices and appetites, and disregard and 
neglect of their duties, can with truth be laid at their 
doors. The preéminent position they occupy as officers 
and gentlemen is forgotten; the good name of the Army 
is dragged in the mire. The presence of such an ele- 
ment in a garrison is a positive detriment to the service, 
and is most disastrous to discipline. One such officer can 
undo the work of a score of good ones.” 


The Indian Rights Association have issued a circular 
in which they make serious complaints against Attorney 
General Olney. They charge Mr. Olney with a deliber- 
ate attempt to secure the punishment by hanging of 
seven Indian policemen of Cheyenne River Agency, who 
shot a white “squaw man” who resisted arrest, and at- 
tempted to kill some of the policemen. We are told, in 
this circular, that “An examination of the facts of this 
remarkable case will make it clear beyond contradiction 
that upon Attorney General Olney principally must rest 
responsibility for a wholly uncalled for and cruel legal 
process, which, if successful, would have taken the lives 
of seven faithful men, and, which, though it happily re- 
sulted in failure, has nevertheless put the Government 
to great expense, which will cost the Indian Rights As- 
sociation a large sum, and has impoverished the unfor- 
tunate victims of the scheme.” 

The ordinary English death rate is 21 per 1,000 per 
annum, rising at times to 32 per 1,000, and 55 per 1,000 
for a limited period in one city. Including the Victoria 
disaster, the English Navy lost in 1802-03 6 per cent. by 
disasters at sea, 362 men out of 60,120. The loss in the 
merchant marine was 4.5 per 1,000 by wrecks and casual- 
ties. In the Royal Navy, from wreck and casualty and 
from accidents other than wreck or casualty, the loss 
was 7.0 per 1,000; merchant vessels, ditto (sailing ships 
and steamers), 7.5 per 1,000; merchant steamers, ditto, 
5.0 per 1,000. This confirms the faith of the old salt, 
who, when asked whether he was not afraid to go to 
sea, where his father and grandfather died, asked 
whether the interlocutor was not afraid to go to bed, his 
ancestors having all died netween the sheets.

The “Army and Navy Gazette” says: “We can cor- 
dially recommend to our correspondent Roosevelt's *Na- 
val War of 1812’ (Putnam, 1882) as a fairly accurate 
and strictly impartial narrative of events.” 

Capt. A. T. Mahan, U. S. N., having declined the oflice 
of Naval Intelligence, Secretary Herbert has revoked 
the orders detaching Lieut. Frederic Singer from charge 
of that office, and he will continue in charge indefinitely. 

The loss of the Spanish Reine Regente has awakened 
the keenest sympathy among Navy men in all services. 
Not only is the loss of the vessel a severe one for the 
Spanish Navy, but hundreds of families are thrown into 
great distress. 

The Sultan of Turkey has expressed to Emperor Will- 
iam by letter his regret that the condition of the Turk- 
ish Treasury is such as to prevent the sending of urk- 
ish warships to take part in the Kiel naval parade at- 
tendant upon the opening of the North Sea and Baltic 
Canal. 

An oflicer writing from the flagship New York says: 
“The stadimeter is all that is claimed for it. It is to a 
naval officer, in fleet tactics, what the telephone is to a 
man in business. * * * We check the stadimeter 
and the range finder on all lighthouses, ete., and the re- 
sults are very good.” 

The final trial of the U. S. S. Minneapolis is ordered 
to take place on April 23. The detail for the board is: 
Captain, R. D. Evans; Chief Engr., W. Harris; 
Lieut. Comdr., C. O. Allibone; Lieut., Wainwright Kel- 
legg, and Carpenter, J. B. Fletcher, with Ensign Yates 
Stirling, Jr., as recorder. 

A new German ironclad was, April 3, christened Aegir 
by appropriate ceremonies at Kiel. In christening the 
new ship the Emperor said: “This ship shall remind us 
always of the dark, prehistoric times when the powerful 
god Aegir was feared and worshipped by all of our Ger- 
manic seafaring ancestors and of their might upon the 
sea. 

The U. S. S. Lancaster, which has been laid up at 
the Navy Yard, N. Y., undergoing repairs, is to be placed 
in commission soon, and Capt. W. B. Hoff is to be de- 
tailed to command her. She will, it is said, be known as 
a gunnery practice ship, and will, according to present 
plans, make an independent cruise along the North 
Atlantie coast. Her headquarters will be at the Navy 
Yard, N. Y. 

Secretary Herbert, on April 10, sent orders to Com- 
modor* Sicard, commanding the New York Navy Yard, 
to permit Simpson & Co. and other drydock builders to 
examine the uncompleted work on the big Brooklyn 
Naval dock, to make measurements of the work, and to 
secure all information they may need to enable them to 
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submit bids for completing the dock in case the Gillie, 
contract is annulled. 

The Navy Department, on April 10, invited proposals 
for gun forgings for the batteries of vessels for th. 
Navy. The advertisement invites all domestic manufgg. 
turers of steel to specify upon what terms they will fy. 
nish ten sets of rough-bored and turned forgings for 4. 
inch breech-loading rities, and twenty sets of rough. 
bored and turned forgings for 5-inch breech-loading ritiey 
‘The proposals will be received up to and including May 
1, on which day they will be opened. ’ 

While Adml. Meade’s Squadron was _ under way oy 
March 19, an experiment, it is reported, was made ty 
test the utility of search lights for long distance signa). 
ing. The Minneapolis was ordered to steam ahead of the 
squadron, and, having gained a distance of twenty miles 
to try to open signal communication with the tlagshiy 
by using her search lights, elevated to an angle of aboy 
45°. ‘The cruising speed was thirteen knots, but the 
Minneapolis had no difficulty in gaining her distance jp 
about seven and a half hours, without using any addj- 
tional boiler power. Signals were made, it is said, and 
understood with ease. 

The “Philadelphia Sunday Times,” of April 7, 1895 
in an illustrated article on the League Island Navy Yard 
says, among other things: “League Island is the naturaj 
site for, and ought to be, the greatest Navy Yard in the 
world. Foreign naval experts have sighed for it in vain, 
native expert boards appointed by Congress have re. 
ported on it in terms of enthusiasm, and one Secretary 
of the Navy after another has longed to carry out the 
dreams of naval men regarding it. But under the stimy- 
lus of these agencies Congress has as yet done no more 
than to establish at League Island a fairly respectable 
equipment and repair shop.” 

The steamship St. Paul, built by the Messrs. Cramps, 
at Philadelphia, Pa., was successfully launched from 
their yards on the afternoon of April 10, in the presence 
of many thousands of spectators. She was christened 
by Miss Frances C. Griscom, daughter of President 
Griscom, of the International Navigation Company, 
Lunch was served the special guests after the launch, 
Speeches were made by Gov. Hastings, Mayor Warwick, 
of Philadelphia; President Griscom, and Henry W. 
Cramp. J. Parker, of St. Paul, responded to the 
toast “City of St. Paul,” and Judge Otis, of St. Paul, 
responded to the toast “Our Guests.” Among the Navy 
officers present were Lieut. Comdr. J. Hazlett, Chief 
Kengrs. A. Able, N. P. Towne and P. A. Engr. T. F. 
Carter. 

The U. 8S. S. Columbia, which left New York March 
23 for Kingston, Jamaica, made the best speed on ree- 
ord, it is claimed, between those ports, and in this con- 
nection a correspondent of the “New York Herald” says: 
“She made the trip to Kingston under one-half power 
until twelve hours before her arrival, when five-eighths 
power was used, in order to arrive in port before sunset. 
The roll of the ship never exceeded 20°, although she 
Was running with a long swell from the northeast. Dur 
ing the run to Cape Maysi the speed averaged nearly 
14.5 knots, and from there, with tive-eighths power, they 
average was 17.5, making an average for the entire nine- 
ty-seven-hour run of a trifle over 15 knots, which is the 
best speed ever made betwen New York and this port. 
The Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Mr. William Me- 
Adoo, stood the trip like a good sailor, and made an in- 
spection of the ship from top to bottom.” 


Advices from Honolulu, March 20, announce that on 
March 12 the Hawaiian Government granted permis- 
sion to Capt. Cotton of the U. 8S. 8S. Philadelphia to 
land a force for drill. The contingent consisted of 
four companies of sailors and one of marines, witl 
pioneers and hospital corps, numbering 236, officers and 
men. The route lay through the principal streets to 
the baseball grounds, the use of which had been ten- 
dered by the stock company owning them. As it was 
the first landing since the late uprising, the force at- 
tracted many spectators along the line of march, and the 
grand stand in the grounds was well filled. Battle tac 
tics, extended order, skirmish lines and bayonet ex- 
ercise were the principal features of the drill, and the 
excellent work of the various companies elicited con- 
tinued applause from the many spectators, among whom 
were several officers of the regular Hawaiian foree. 
Contracts for the repairs of the steam chest diaphragm 
of the intermediate cylinder of the port engines have 
been awarded to the Honolulu Iron Works, the price 
being $700. Work will begin at once, thirty days being 
necessary to repair the serious break.

FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


The excellent ballistic showing made by the double- 
forging process, as shown by the subjoined reports, has 
resulted in the Navy Department adopting it for armor 
plate, to be manufactured for the battle ships author- 
ied by the last Congress. The reports are dated at 
the Naval Proving Ground, Indian Head, Md., March 
3), 1895, and April 3. Following is the substance of the 





reports: 

yhe plate, backed the same as in previous reports, was 
plucked and secured against the target structure so that 
the line of fire made an angle of 15 degrees with the nor- 
yal line at surface of plate, at a point on the middle line 
guout 36 inches from right edge. 

Gun used and distance between gun and plate the same 
ys in previous experiment. Charge 420.5 Ibs. V. LY. No. 10. 
striking Velocity 2,037 f.-s. Striking energy 24,479 ft.-tons. 
This large velocity was due to the fact that the powder 
yas being tested at the same time, the projectile being 
fred through the screens. Wheeler-Sterling A. P. shell No. 
4, Lot No. 1, of normal weight and dimensions, hardened 
tw 2 inches below bourrelet, struck plate 40 inches from 
the top, 36 inches from the right edge and 48 inches to the 
right of impact No. 3, line of fire making an angle of 15 
degrees with the normal line at point of impact. Projectile 
pevetrated plate and backing and broke up into a large 
yumber Of pieces in the backing, completely wrecking it 
directly in rear of impact. Shot hole clean and quite 
smooth; regular and cylindrical; a little scored and fused ou 
the inside. This hole made an angle of 15 degrees with the 
surface of the plate. The hardened surface of plate was 
faked off all around from 1 inch to 7 inches from edges of 
impact and a very slight front bulge was raised, the high- 
est point being 0.50 inch to right of the impact. The back 
pulge Was entirely broken out all around nearly flush with 
the rear surface of the plate; only one through crack was 
jeveloped from this impact to impact No. 3. The left end 
of the plate was slewed to the front 6 inches and the right 
and set back 1 inch, and the whole plate thrown bodily 
¥5 inches to the left. It is quite probable that the sheil 
broke up just after the bourrelet passed through the rear 
bulge, as some pieces of base were found iu the rear part 
of the hole. The fractures of shell were general, being in 
yo particular plane, either longitudjnal or transverse. 

April 3.—Charge 468.5 IDs. W. 8S. No. 4, in four sections of 
106 Ibs. each, and one cone section of 44.5 Ibs. Striking ve- 
weity 2,000 f.-s. Striking energy 23,598 ft.-tons. Wheeler- 
Sterling 12 inch A. P. shell No. 27, Lot No. 1, of normal 
weight and dimensions, and of uniform hardness from point 
to 2 inches below bourrelet, struck plate at an angle of 20 
degrees with the normal, 39 inches from right edge, 26 
juches from the bottom, 38 inches below impact No. 5; 
penetrated plate and backing and broke up into small pieces, 
wmpletely wrecking the backing in rear of impact, the pro- 
jectile evidently breaking up just after the bourrelet had 
gotten through back bulge, small pieces of base being found 
in the hole and in front of plate. The greater part of the 
projectile however was found in the sand in rear of the 
putt. Cracked the plate through to impact No. 5 and also 
tw bottom of the plate, breaking out a wedged-shaped piece 
at the bottom, 8 inches wide at base and 14 inches high. 
The other through cracks in the plate, caused by the old 
impacts, were still further opened out; numerous fine sur- 
fae cracks were developed on the right side of impact ra- 
diating from it. The surface of plate was flaked off around 
shot hole as in impact No. 5. A crack 1-32 in. wide, tuper- 
wg to zero and making through plate, developed on right 
elge of impact No. 5; length of this crack on face of plate 
is inches, with no sign of crack on the rear surface of 
plate. The right-hand portion of the plate, between im- 
pacts No. 5 and No. 6, was raised 5 inches from bottom 
supports. Diameter of the shot hole was 13 inches; the 
diameter of the hole, including space between sections of 
plate, 22.5 inches. The hole was quite clean and smooth, 
ut fused on the inside, and made an angle of about 2v0 
degrees with the surface of the plate. Rear bulge 6 inches 
high, maximum height; front bulge 1 inch high. A portion 
of the plate to the right of the impact was turned up as a 
fringe about 5 Inches high in one piece. 


REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE.

this statement must be in writing, and will be attached 
0 the report. The phrase “incapacitated to efticiently 
wrform the duties of his office” is interpreted to mean 
nh incapacity to perform all the duties of a Revenue 
Cutter officer, which include serving in all vicissitudes 
f weather and climate, whether on duty afloat or 
physical activity in handling the ship, or in 
wanipulating the machinery, as well as mental sound- 
tess necessary to the exercise of judgment and discre- 
ton in discharging the functions of his commission, 
vhether in the examination of ship’s papers, the safe 

ivigation of the ship, the proper handling and care of 
ship's machinery, or other duties with which he may be 
utrusted under the law. By the terms of the law “the 
ifirmities of age,’’ without other infirmities, are suf- 
icient to cause incapacity.

Secretary Herbert was very 
anxious to have Capt. Mahan accept the position of 
Chief of the Naval Intelligence Bureau, or some other 
special assignment in the Navy Department, but the 
Captain expressed a preference for the War College, and 
his wishes were complied with. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Mrs. Mary F. Carpenter, widow of Pay Inspector 
James N. Carpenter, U. S. N., died March 30, at Wash- 
ington, D. C. Pay Insp. Carpenter died at Berryville, 
Va., March 20, 1892. 

Mrs. Emily Freeburn James, wife of ex-Postmaster 
General Thomas L. James, died suddenly Wednesday 
evening at the Murray Hill Hotel of heart failure, due 
to yocemems. Mrs. James’ illness was the result of a 
cold, which she contracted Monday, March 28. 

James Lawson Kemper, who died April 7 at his resi 
dence, near Orange, Va., was a Captain and Asst. Q. M. 
during the Mexican War, was a Maj. Gen. of the Con- 
federate Army during the War of the Rebellion, and 
since the war a Governor of Virginia, and a member of 
its Legislature. 

Pay Director James Fulton, U. 8S. N., on duty at the 
Naval Academy, died April 9 at Annapolis. He entered 
the Navy as purser in 1858, in 1876 attained the grade 
of Pay Director. He made an excellent record during 
the War, and was Paymr. Gen. of the Navy from No- 
vember, 1886, to March, 1890. 

Surg. John W. Coles, U. 8. N., retired, who died at his 
home in Philadelphia April 6, entered the Navy as Asst. 
Surg. in June, 1863; attained the grade of Surg. in 1873, 
and was retired from active service Feb. 6, 1885. He 
last service was as Surgeon at the Philadelphia Naval 
Hospital and as a member of the Medical Examining 
Board. 

Gen. Thomas A. Harris, who died April 9, at his home 
near Pewee Valley, Ky., was a cadet at the Military 
Academy from Sept., 1843, to May, 1845, was appointed 
a 2d Lieut. of the 12th U. S. Inf., May 31, 1848, and 
mustered out the following August. During the war 
of the Rebellion he served as a general officer in the 
Confederate Army. 

Gen. Leverett W. Wessells, of Litchfield, Conn., who 
died at Dover, Del., April 4, during the Civil War was 
instrumental in organizing the 19th Regiment, Connecti- 
cut Volunteers, and was appointed its Colonel by Gov. 
Buckingham. Governor Andrews appointed him Quar- 
termaster General. He was a relative of Gen. H. W. 
Wessells, U. S. A., who died also at Dover, Del., in 
1889. 


The death of Mrs. Gertrude Singer Mallon, at her home 
in Spokane, Wash., April 8, will cause deepest sorrow to 
her many friends in the army. She died of pneumonia 
after but a short illness. Her strong character and most 
genial nature made her a favorite at all posts where she 
had been a guest. She leaves a husband and two small 
children to mourn her loss. Her parents and a brother 
also survive her. 

Maj. Hugh Brady Fleming, U. S. A., retired, who 
died at Erie, Pa., April 9, was graduated from the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1852, promoted to the 6th Inf., and 
did arduous frontier duty, being wounded at the defense 
of Fort Laramie against Sioux Indians, in August, 1854. 
He was engaged in a number of other Indian fights, in 
1861 was promoted Captain, and during the war served 
in many responsible positions. In 1866 he was promoted 
Major of the 19th Inf., afterward transferred to the 37th 
and 5th Inf., and retired Dec. 15, 1870, on account of dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty. 

Gen. John Gosman Farnsworth, State Agent for New 
York, died April 6 at Washington, D. C., from a stroke 
of paralysis. He served with distinction during the 
war as an ollicer of the Q. M. Dept., U. S. V., and re- 
ceived the brevet of Maj. Lieut. Col. and Col. At the 
close of the war he went to Albany, and took an active 
interest in State military affairs, and in 1883 was ap- 
pointed Adjt. Gen., which position he held for several 
years. Subsequently he was appointed State Agent for 
New York, which position he held at the time of his 


death. He had many warm friends among the officers 
of the Regular Army, who will sincerely mourn his 
death. 


Mrs. Jane Trigueros Hargous, who died from pneu- 
monia, March 30, at her home, No. 385 Ninth St., 
Brooklyn, was the widow of the late Louis E. Hargous, 
formerly in the shipping business in South St., New 
York. She was born in Mexico, and was a sister of 
Ignacio Trigueros, who was Secretary of War under 
Gen, Santa Anna at the time of the Mexican War. Mrs. 
Hargous had five daughters and two sons. One of the 
latter was Capt. Charles FE. Hargous, U. 8S. A., who 
died in Brooklyn, March 10, 1891. Her other son, Peter 
J. Hargous, served as Mate and Acting Master, U. 8. 
N., during the war, and distinguished himself on the 
frigate Congress. He resigned in 1865. 

Chaplain Thomas Budd Van Horne, U. S. A., retired, 
who died April 5 at Bullett Park, served during the 
early portion of the war as Chaplain of the 13th Ohio 
Inf., and in 1864 was appointed Chaplain in the regular 
establishment. In 1869 he resigned, was reappointed in 
1870, and retired in 1885. He served with credit dur- 
ing the war in the Army of the Cumberland, and at the 
request of Gen. George H. Thomas wrote a history of 
that army, which was published in two volumes, and an 
atlas, in 1875. The volumes were dedicated to the sur- 
viving members of the Army, whose achievements they 


narrate—soldiers who, in strength of triotism and 
valor in battle have never been cerpeasea.”

Adj. Gen. Lloyd, of Montana, in his annual report for the 
years 1893-94 states that the only occasion for active service 
on the part of the militia since the admission of the State, 
occurred at Butte City on July 4, 1894, when it became 
necessary to order the Ist Battalion and 1st Regt., under 
command of Col. H. C. Kessler, to assist the civil authori- 
ties in suppressing riot. This service was creditably and 
efficiently performed and the Ist Battalion on this occa- 
sion, merited and received the applause and good opinion 
of all classes of citizens. Of Capt. ©. L. Hodges, 25th U. 8. 
inf., who was detailed on the staff of the Governor as Asst. 


Inspector General, Gen. Lloyd says: “Capt. Hodges, dur- 
ing the Coxey troubles, rendered material service by his 
presence and advice, and immediately upon the termina- 


tion of this difficulty went actively to work, carrying out a 
course of drill and instruction that he deemed in the short 
time allotted, would best subserve the interest of the Guard.” 
It is recommended that the troops be provided with suit- 
able armories, that a number of needed improvements be 
made at the State camp grounds, that the services of the 
Guard when called into active service be paid out of some 
general fund instead of being taken from appropriations 
made for other purposes, that officers must show by an ex- 
amination their fitness for commission, that suitable and 
accessible rifle ranges be provided for the troops.

The aim has been first to 
provide for the absolute necessities, and later such other 
supplies in the order of their utility as applicable to the 
probable service the Guard might be called upon to perform. 
lt is recommended that a system of books or forms for the 
transaction of the business of the various companies be 
adopted as at present there is none. The strength of the 
State force is 50 officers and 456 enlisted men, organized as 
foliows: Ist Regt., Col. Kessler; Troop A, Capt. Zastrow, 
aid Battery A, Capt. T. J. Palmer. Insp. Gen, Curtis says 
the several companies have undergone a thorough reorgani- 
azition and the standard of both officers and enlisted men 
shows improvement. They represent all classes of citizens, it 
ix said, and embrace in numbers, it is said, some of the leading 
menof the State. The Guard uses the Springfield rifle caliber 

i, and the Inspector General recommends that it be supplied 
with cartridge belts, haversacks, canteens, campaign hats, 
shoes, leggins, ete, as would give a complete outtit' for field 
service. The uniform is the same as that of the Army.
